es peaceful river val- 
ley is an oxymoron. Every 
year some two million hikers, bik- 
ers and dog-walkers thunder over 
the valley's 128 kilometres of 
trails, according to the River Valley 
Outdoor Centre. 

Naturally, accidents happen and 
arguments break out, given the 
number of people in the so-called 
Ribbon of Green at any one time. 
Bikers speed along the paths, nar- 
rowly missing walkers. Loose dogs 
chase people. 

Andy Dehek, one of eight park 
rangers, estimates he hears some 
15 complaints a month. The most 
common charge is mountain bik- 
ers riding where they shouldn't. 

The unenviable job of handling 
all the chaos is left in the hands of 
outdoor recreation advisor Doug 
Frost He’s in charge of Edmon- 
ton’s multi-use trail system, now in 
its second year of a two-year pilot 
project. 

The multi-use trails are an 
attempt to deal with the ongoing 
conflicts in the valley as more peo- 
ple venture on to the trails. 

Frost says if any one factor led 
to the creation of the multi-use 
trails, it was the increase in the 
number of mountain bikes in the 
valley. 5 

Formerly quiet dirt paths 
became charged with tension as 
mountain bikers roared down hills 
at speeds of up to 50 kilometres an 
hour. 

“We understand only 40 per cent 
of our users are cyclists,” said 
Frost, “and wé understand there 
are some needs there, but there 
are other needs as well. That’s why 
we're going to a multi-use philoso- 
phy.” 

Last year, the city opened 11 
multi-use trails, easily identified by 
the white signs with symbols 
showing a hiker, runner and a 
biker. The trails cover 39 kilome- 
tres of dirt from Tewillergar in the 


west, through Emily Murphy, and 
on to Hermitage in the east. 

The trails also come with a code 
of conduct. Users are advised to 
be in control, avoid listening to 
personal stereos, and to share the 
trails. A stern note also reminds 
people that “user conflicts can 
lead to trail closures.” 

So far, the system seems to be 
gaining positive reviews. Mike 
McAnally, a sales representative at 
Revolution Cycle, says he regularly 
rides the multi-use trails and 
thinks of them as an extension of 
the paved commuter trails. 

Cyclist Jeremy Dilk says he'd 
like to see more technically 
demanding trails opened. “Most of 
the current trails are too flat and 
designed with everybody in mind, 
but aren’t that great for mountain 
bikers.” 

Dilk also says bikers don’t 
deserve their bad reputation and 
that a few reckless riders have 
spoiled things for everyone. “To 
tell you the truth, some of the dog 
walkers don’t use their leashes. It 
makes it kind of hard if the dog's 
out of control and you don't know 
where it’s going to go.” 

For her part, dog owner Tina 
Skoubis says she prefers off-leash 
areas to the multi-use trails. “I 
think it’s more appropriate to take 
your dog to an area where there 
are other dogs and people are 
more friendly. 

“It’s really nice to see people out 
there using the park system and 
being close to nature, although I 
wish there were designated paths 
for each user group.” 

At the end of this year the city 
will evaluate the multi-use trails 
system to see how it’s working. 
Evaluation will come from phone 
calls and field observation over the 
summer, as well as from a user 
survey still to come. 

“We'll have to meld all those 
opinions together and come up 
with a management plan for i. 
issue,” said Frost.

Gays set to march on 
legislature 


Dances, readings, films and a 
march on the Alberta Legislature 
mark this year’s Gay Pride Week 
June 14 - 23. “The purpose is to 
celebrate the coming of summer 
and the fact that we enjoy our sex- 
uality,” said Pride organizer Jeff 
Suhr. 

Edmonton's gay and lesbian 
population, estimated at 20,000 by 
Suhr, might have many things to 
celebrate, but human rights legisla- 
tion isn’t one of them. The pro- 
vince still refuses to recognize 
homosexuality as protected 
ground under the Human Rights 
Commission’s Individuals’ Rights 
Protection Act. 

“Since we have no legal standing 
in Alberta,” said Suhr, “we will 
march on the Alberta Legislature 
on June 22. Unfortunately, we 
don’t anticipate there will be a 
government member there to greet 
us.” 

Relations between the pro- 
vinee’s gay community and the 
Tories have been embattled since 
the Human Rights Commission 
refused to hear a grievance related

to the dismissal of teacher Delwin 
Vriend from King’s University 
College. 

In fact, Edmonton's gay commu- 
nity is raising funds to take the 
province to the Supreme Court of 
Canada over the controversial rul 
ing. Suhr estimates $50,000 is 
needed to allow the community to 
mount a court challenge. 

Nor does Suhr think things will 
change soon. He roared with 
laughter when asked if changes to 
the province’s human rights legis- 
lation might occur with Shirley 
McClellan taking over the Com- 
munity Development portfolio 
from Gary Mar. 

“Are you kidding? Does a dragon 
have scales?” laughed Suhr. “As 
you can appreciate, Alberta isn’t 
exactly a mecca for gays and les- 
bians at this point. There’s quite a 
talent drain. All my friends are 
leaving.” 

At press time, it was even uncer- 
tain whether the city would issue a 
proclamation for the week. Suhr 
noted the gay community has had 
to ask for the proclamation every 
year. “It’s a discretionary call.” 

A receptionist at Mayor Bill 
Smith's office said they'd only

Arts Council approved 


City Council gave the Edmonton 
Arts Council the thumbs-up Tues- 
day, as councillors voted in favor 
of extending the administrative 
group's mandate. “We're a happen 
ing group!” said Carol Watson, 
program officer with the arts coun- 
cil. 

City Council agreed to fund the 
arts council for three years at 
$165,000 annually and included 
interim funding of $55,000 for the 
remainder of this year.

Ward 1 Councillor Leroy Chah- 
ley voted against two of the six 
motions related to the arts council, 
while Ward 2 Councillor Alan Bol- 
stad and Ward 6 Councillor Terry 
Cavanagh each voted against one 
of the motions 

The arts council had requested 
funding for six years, but didn’t 
seem disappointed it only received 
half that. “We're really pleased,” 
said Watson. “We're actually elat- 
ed. This is certainly a positive step 
for the arts community.”

I guess you can’t blame Sammy Kohn for speaking in a conde- 
scending manner during his phone interview with SEE. 

I think it all started because I suggested Kohn, the drum- 
mer for the moderately successful band The Watchmen, was 
cute.

Kohn: I thought SEE was a serious magazine.

I still think it was a better approach than my original plan, 
which was . . . well, let’s just say there was no salvaging the 
interview after the first 30 seconds. What follows, therefore, 
is the kind of piece I've never been known to write: a brisk, 
impersonal business transaction. 

Band: Winnipeg's The Watchmen. 

Album: The imaginatively titled Brand New Day, the 
band’s third album and second on MCA. 

Edmonton tour date: June 14, Convention Centre, with 
Weeping Tile. 

Band interview: 

Clint: What's it like being the most beautiful man in rock? 

Kohn: (No response) 

Clint: Okay, let’s talk about the album. How was your 
approach different in making this one after having achieved 
some success with In the Trees? 

Kohn: Well, it was similar in that it was really democratic, 
because that’s the way we make the songs. We all write indi- 
vidually, but then everyone has a part in the final product. 
But it was also different, because we consciously tried to 
expand our range by using different instruments and really 
utilizing our individual talents more. 

Clint: How’s the response been? 

Kohn: I've seen a few reviews and some have been good 
and some have been bad. I think it’s a lot to swallow for old 
Watchmen fans, who are used to more straight-ahead rock 
songs. 

Clint: I read somewhere you had compared Brand New 
Day to The Beatles’ Rubber Soul. 

Kohn: Let me make it clear. I never meant our album was 
in any way as good as Rubber Soul. I just meant that on 
Rubber Soul, the Beatles were in a curve away from the 
three-chord songs they had previously done. Are you taping 
this or writing it down? I'm just wondering. 

Clint: I write really fast. Anyway, has there been a lot of 
pressure to duplicate your success from a couple of years 
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Winnipeg rockers The Watchmen perform at the Convention Centre Friday, in support of their newly- 
released album Brand New Day. They may be sexy, but they'd rather talk about the music. 


Kohn: The main pressure has been in trying to ignore all 
the bullshit that goes along with being in a professional 
band, like the promotion and the press, and keeping focused 
on what’s really important: staying together and writing 
together. 

Clint: Does that mean you stay away from the business 
side of things? 

Kohn: No, we try to be involved in as many aspects as we 
can. 

Clint: Like the tour? What's that going to be like? 

Kohn: Well, we head west (from the band’s business base 
Toronto) to Vancouver and back east. Basically it’s coast-to- 
coast. And in August we're planning on going to Europe. I’m 
really focused on the tour right now; it’s like the next hur- 
dle. 

Clint: Hurdle towards what? What are you guys looking 
to achieve? 

Kohn: Ultimately, we want as many people as possible to

Clint: How does being a Canadian band affect all that?

ana Robertson had a vivid 

dream the other night. Johnny 
Thunders appeared in all his drag 
glory, speaking four cryptic words. 

“Go west, young man.” 

Robertson, singer/guitarist for 
Edmonton punk band Punched 
Unconscious, along with guitarist 
Mike Popik and drummer Jon Card 
(formerly of DOA and SNFU) leave 
town this month for Vancouver. 
They join a disjointed exodus of 
musical hopefuls who head for 
Canada’s Lotusland with stars in 
their eyes and visions of dollar 
signs in their heads. 

Punched Unconscious plays a 
farewell show this Saturday, June 
15 at People’s (10620 - 82 Ave.). 

It was no dream, but a real-live 
trip to Cuba that convinced Lorelei 
Loveridge to leave Edmonton for 
wider musical horizons in Eng- 
land. Six months ago, the singer/ 
songwriter was gathering verbal 
commitments from musicians to 
help out on a new album this sum- 
mer. Then came Christmas in 
Cuba. 

“I just wanted a holiday with sun 
and sand and I got there and the 
poverty was unbelievable,” 
Loveridge said last week. 

She came away with a new tune 
called Liberty is a Bus, the real- 
ization the other material she had 
planned for the album paled by 
comparison, and a determination 
to get out of Edmonton. 

“As a songwriter, I do my best 
writing when I’m in unfamiliar 
environments,” Loveridge noted. 
“In Edmonton, I feel like I have 
nothing to write.” 

She plays her farewell concert 
Wednesday, June 19 at the Vars- 
cona Theatre (10329 - 83 Ave.), 
with Dwayne Hrynkiw on drums, 
Barrie Nighswander on guitar and 
John Towill on bass. She’s also 
lined up an East Indian ensemble 
to help with the show’s finale, 
while 21-year-old singer Tamara 
Sherman will open the show. 

Why leave? Initially, those leav- 
ing try to make light of this city’s 
loss of musical talent. 

“We decided it would be best to

leave when Mercury, Mars and 
Venus were equally fiery,” Robert- 
son explained. 

“The winters aren't the greatest 
here,” Loveridge said. 


But they’re not reluctant to 
divulge the real reasons they’re 
taking off. 


“You can base your career (in 
Edmonton) for a while, but if you 
really want to be busy making it 
some sort of a half-time opportuni- 
ty, you've got to leave,” Loveridge 
insisted. 

“You just get the feeling that if 
you don’t go out and play every 
weekend in every venue, you're 
not considered a serious musi- 
cian.” 

She'll travel for a year and hopes 
the unfamiliar environments will 
act as a catalyst, as the Cuba expe- 
rience did, for material like 
Liberty is a Bus. Then she'll settle 
in England and try to make a living 
with music. 

“I want to go where I’m unique. 
And I will be unique (in England), 
because I’m Canadian.” She looks 
to the U.K. success of artists like 
Jann Arden, Sarah McLachlan and 
Stephen Fearing, but also to the 
difficulty encountered by others, 
like Loreena McKennitt.

With the move, they lose band 
bassist (and Dana’s brother) Colin 
Robertson, but they’re confident 
the band will thrive. 

“There's a lot of Canadian talent 
interested in being the new bass- 
man or basslady for Punched Un- 
conscious, so submit your 
résumés,” Dana Robertson quip- 
ped. 

“We'll be holding auditions Ms 
Vancouver,” Popik added.

Titanic 
thrives on the strength of songwrit- 
ing and lyrics in spite of the instru- 
mentals: Eucharistic organ chords 
I could hear any Sunday morning if

What’s a young artist, whose cre- 
dentials include an amazing instilla- 
tion or a critically-acclaimed work 
of theatre, to do? 


Respect and attention 


In short, keep working. That’s 
what playwright and director Scott 
Sharplin has been doing for the last 
five of his 21 years. And while the 
payoff is definitely not financial, he 
and others of his generation are at 
last getting the respect and atten- 
tion they deserve from Theatre 
Network’s Festival of the Next 
Generation (FONG, but organizers 
ask that no one use the F- word). 

Festival facilitator Bradley Moss 
calls the five-day celebration of the- 
atre arts, music, video and film, 
dance movement and visual arts 
NeXtFest because it features work 
from artists under the age of 30. 
“There’s not the same support for 
younger writers as there used to 
be,” said Moss, himself a solid Gen

one is putting resources towards 
future writers and we will find our- 
selves without a strong voice

Sharplin is one of a host of young 
writers Theatre Network will pro- 
file at their first annual festival of 
new and emerging artists. His full- 
length play Scorpions will run con- 
currently with three other produc- 
tions on the main stage, around 
which satellite cabaret readings, 
hot young bands, and video art will 
circle. Besides their age and their 
talent, these people share another 
trait; an uncommon energy and 
commitment to their work. 

Sharplin knows he'll probably 
never get rich writing plays, but he 
also knows no matter how the 
chips fall, he’ll continue to write. 
“The way things are today, I’ve

Like turning over rocks 


Theatre Network artistic director 
Ben Henderson is keenly aware of 
the battle Edmonton’s creative 
youth are facing and his response 
was the creation of NeXtFest. He 
commissioned Moss to ask every 
playwright between the ages of 17 
and 29 for a submission. “It was 
like turning over rocks,” said Moss. 
“All the talent is out there, we’re 
just adding sunlight and water and 
shouting ‘grow’.” In a painstaking 
process, 30 promising scripts were 
narrowed to four. Some submis- 
sions will be read in cabaret-style 
workshops throughout the festival, 
others will be developed for perfor- 
mances next year. 

“The talent and the energy of 
these emerging professionals is 
phenomenal,” said Moss, of the 
group of under-30 artists he’s 
amassed. “Baby boomers had 
space, money and opportunity; the 
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pants in the Festival of the NeXt Generation relax by the banks of

Shadow Theatre’s presentation 
of Shakespeare’s fluffy romance 
Much Ado About Nothing, playing at 
the Bus Barns until June 23. 

This version is a good introduc- 
tion to the Bard for the uninitiated. 
It’s easy to follow, helped along by 
John Hudson’s clear direction. 

Act II, Scene If begins the best 
of Shadow’s production with the 
lovely ruminations of the lead 
male character, Benedick, about 
what kind of woman could make 
him consider the accursed act of 
marriage: “Rich she shall be, that’s 
certain; wise, or I'll none; virtuous, 
or I'll never cheapen her . . .” This 
pure energy continues through the 
surreptitious match-making bet- 
ween him and the sharp-tongued 
lead female character Beatrice and 
beyond the introduction of the far- 
cical night watchmen. 

As Beatrice, Coralie Cairns 
takes the spotlight while she deliy- 
ers her biting quips on Benedick. 
This Ado is all hers until early in 
Act Il, when John Sproule’s

and, through his asides, develops a 
candid connection between audi- 
ence and character. 

With the exception of David 
Belke as the delightfully stupid 
Dogberry and some powerful, red- 
faced yelling by Tom Edwards and 
Chris Craddock, secondary char- 
acters mainly offer support. Still, 
they are pleasant — mildly pre- 
dictable in their deeds-but, much 
like the play itself, inoffensive. 

Music acts as a lovely border on 
this garden. Andrea House and 
Ron Pederson’s toneful voices are 
water rushing over rocks and add 
depth and resonance. Paul Morgan 
Donald’s background score is sub- 
tle and suitable, though sometimes 
ill-placed over the action. The 
dance sequences are simply a cum- 
bersome litter of bodies around an 
undersized stage. 

How is this version different 
from scores of other Much Ados? 
Well, it isn’t really, but it is charm- 
ing, with dashing dialogue and a 
nice group of characters. Hudson’s 
traditional, straightforward pre- 
sentation hits the spot, a reprieve 
from the modernized interpreta- 
tions of the Bard, overrun, as they 
oft are, by spats and parasols, or 
infiltrated by cheap hipster slang.

These artists deserve recogni- 
tion and if they don’t get it in 
Edmonton, they’ll go elsewhere 
and other cities will claim them as 
their own.

With the millennium fast 
approaching, Sharplin and his col- 
leagues expect to be solidly on top 
of their art when the calender rolls 
over to the year 2000. “A change is 
coming,” he said, worrying about 
his script and obviously anxious to 
refine Scorpions one final time 
before it hits the stage early next 
week. “Where we are, as artists, 
and what we’re doing when this 
sociological change comes, will 
have a profound influence on how 
we see ourselves. I'd like to think 
the people in this first festival will 
be strong, confident artists when 
the new millennium arrives. I have

f Mother Nature is a fan of theatre, 

she definitely enjoyed Five Star 
Productions’ rendering of Tom 
Stoppard’s Rosencrantz and Gilden- 
stern are Dead at Emily Murphy 
Park last weekend. Significant 
moments were punctuated with 
gusts of wind and flashes of light- 
ning. 

The acting troupe, new to 
Edmonton, gave a strong perfor- 
mance led by Robert Fidler and 
Chris Bentz. The cast filled their 
one-acre park-land set, while pic- 
nickers and joggers became extras 
in Five Star’s modern adaptation. 

The play starts with the two 
leads sauntering from the bushes 
conversing on the meaning of a 
coin toss repeatedly turning up 
heads. This begins R & G’s inex- 
haustible dialogue, sometimes 
whimsical, sometimes philosophi- 
cal, and sometimes just plain driv- 
el. But timing and delivery is 
everything and just when all seems 
a whirl of words, the action moves 
along, as does the audience, to 
another site in the park, Over and 
above the fact one is literally sit- 
ting in the middle of the perfor- 
mance, it was not hard to be pull- 
ed into the story and entertaining 
to move from site to site following

ideas. If we keep communicating, 
we can not only survive, but pro- 
gress in the future.”

f you flunked Physics 30, you've still got a 

chance to catch up on quantum mechanics, 
neuro-networks and the uncertainly principle 
of velocity versus position at David Orrell’s 
quirky new play Steppenpuppy. 

If physics continues to baffle, there’s the 
intriguing premise of a wolf in a man’s cloth- 
ing, a mutilated transsexual and the never- 
ending realization that everything has an 
opposing force and it’s this very duality that 
ultimately makes us human. 

Orrell’s play is an interesting coupling of 
physics and pop psychology; the artistic 
marriage of pure science with archetypal 
mythology. It’s truly a mind bender and, at 
the risk of doing the playwright an injustice, 
I would say Steppenpuppy rivals Northern 

’ Light's earlier production of Connie Gault’s 
Otherwise Bob for theatre-of-the-bizarre- 
brain-burner-variety. 

That’s not to say there isn’t a lot of 
thought behind Orrell’s play. Nor that it isn’t 
a lot of fun. Steppenpuppy is a well-crafted 
examination of the fusion of right and left

Minquon Panchayat exhibition seeks to 
create awareness of issues faced by artists 


Concepts of ‘home’ disturbing

inquon Panchayat has descended upon 

Edmonton. Before you dig out your camera in 
hopes of catching this elusive beast battling Godzilla 
over our city’s skyline, it should be mentioned 
Minquon Panchayat is “a movement of artists of color 
and First Nation artists. (Their) aim is to create an 
awareness of many of the issues (they) face in 
Canada as artists.” 

The name “Minquon” derives from the Maliseet lan- 

guage meaning rainbow. “Panchayat” is a word from 

several South Asian languages, referring to a council 
using a non-hierarchical structure to govern a village. 
The group has brought its project Doors to the 
Latitude 53 Gallery. 

Doors is a multimedia exhibit exploring the mean- 
ing of “home” through the eyes of these artists. It 
looks at how the notion of home can so often be dual 
and paradoxical. Some of us have ties to other coun- 
tries and histories; others who consider themselves 
“Canadian” or “Albertan” still have to deal with the 
dualities and hybrids of being from mixed races and 
perhaps from several cultural backgrounds. 


Wide range of media 


Doors had its first showing in Calgary in 1994 but 
has changed with each presentation. Latitude’s ver- 
sion consists of pieces from the Calgary Minquon 
Panchayat, with contributions as well by local artists. 
The exhibit covers a wide range of media, from 
sculptures to photographs, in its representation of 
home. Nearly all the pieces are untitled and without 
description of materials; the viewer faces most of the 
work at this exhibit. 

Alex Tsang’s charcoal piece is indicative of most of 
the exhibit: grim. It features a bleak, black and grey 
closed door at the end of an almost empty room. A 
lone stuffed bear lies in the corner and mysterious 


shadows break up the light shining from underneath 
the door. The feelings generated are not complex and 
layered. They are the emotions of a small child: 
straightforward and blunt. 

Sanhita Brahmacharie has created a diamond 
shaped summary of racism and desolation. A 4x4 
piece of particle board becomes a slice of washed 
out grey concrete covered in telling graffiti. Some 
words are pasted, others scratched or painted, 
revealing a poem. The thoughts are of conflict and 
loneliness: “Yearned for strong arms to protect 
against the persistent chill of protracted solitary 
days.” 


Messages not subtle 


Alvin Vieira’s Door 13 stands out, merely because 
it appears so bright and friendly. A small white door 
covered in typical suburban brass ornamentation 
hangs on the wall. A brass chain wraps itself around 
the small door and a lock hangs from the chain. 
Chains around the picturesque entrance to a home? 

The messages are not subtle in some of the pieces 
but surprises are found in each. Small family por- 
traits inside a tiny wooden box and an open tuna can 
represent home to artist Hiromi Goto. The photos are 
of happy families, so the viewer begins to feel they 
may have stumbled upon a work departing from the 
norm, until the written passages are read. “She used 
to think that maybe all immigrant parents were alco- 
holics. Her mom said ‘I never drank until I came to 
Canada, but your father drank so much I started too. 
There was nothing else I could do.” 

Included in the show are slides from their Banff 
Centre experience (which include some of the anti- 
racism activism the group participated in while 
there) and a photo album of the original show at the 
Truck Gallery in Calgary. 

Minquon Panchayat has brought together a group 
of artists with perhaps a different perspective from 
our own on the meaning of home and, through Doors, 
we see sections of some very different lives. 
Suggestions of racism, alcohol abuse, neglect and 
sadness make this display a difficult one to view.

Fraser challenges film-goers 
with testament to gay pride

Okay, I'll admit it. I thought I 
was pretty cool when it came to 
homosexuality. I like to think of 
myself as a fairly open-minded 
guy, someone at ease with the con- 
cept of people preferring sexual 
relations with members of their 
own gender. It’s what's inside that 
counts, and all that. 

The movie Parade opens with 
three guys waking up in bed the 
morning after; while one of them 
goes to the bathroom to get some- 
thing for his headache, the second 
guy begins giving the third a blow- 
job. “Er, 20-second discomfort 
time-out,” I mumbled as I stopped 
the movie. 

That sort of reaction is nothing 
new for Edmonton's Fraser. The 
author of Unidentified Human 
Remains and Poor Superman is 
renowned for challenging societal 
views of human sexuality. For the 
movie Parade, he teams up with 
writer/performer Maclvor, who 
received critical acclaim for such 
Edmonton-staged plays as House 
and Here Lies Henry. 


Drag queen escorts 


Parade was filmed in and 
around the Gay Pride Day parade 
in Toronto in the summer of 1995. 
Fraser and Maclvor are Matt and 
Henry, two gay men involved in an 
open relationship. Matt is an extro- 
vert, who casually takes recre- 
ational drugs and has affairs at 
every opportunity. Henry is quiet- 
er, less confident, and a bit flaky 
around the edges. He is devastated 
when his “Christmas In July” float 


is rejected for the Gay Pride 
parade because, as one flamboyant 
parade planner puts it, “Christmas 
is great if you're a straight person 
Who the hell here today cares 
about Christmas?”

he Rock ( ‘Hollywood Pictures) 

starring Sean Connery, 
Nicolas Cage and Ed Harris.

The U.S. government responds 
by sending in a troop of Navy 
SEALS, who use the labyrinth of 
tunnels beneath the island to get 
inside. Their guide is the only man 
ever to escape from the legendary 
prison: ex-SAS operative John 
Mason (Connery). Tagging along is 
FBI agent Stanley Goodspeed 
(Cage), a “chemical super freak” 
who has the knowledge and expe- 
rience to defuse the rockets. 

The cast is first rate. Cage forges 
a likeable character.

The best thing about NBA games are 
their endings.

Through a major con- 
trivance, Goldberg's character, a New 
York limo driver, winds up coaching 
the Knicks.

Executive Decision (M) 
This one functions like a well-trained

Kurt Russell plays an intelligence offi- 
cer who is recruited to help thwart the 
hijacking of a 747.

It’s not entirely the movie 
reviewers’ fault.

ince I've started writing this column, peo- 
ple have been sending me questions in 
the mail.

Unfortunately, those conducting the sur- 
vey didn’t ask why Canadians have such a 
poor track record when it comes to safe 
sex. “Maybe, as is typically Canadian, we're 
just too polite to ask someone to use a con 
dom,” speculated Sonya Agnew, director of 
marketing for Julius Schmid of Canada Ltd., 
which is owned by London International 
Group, makers of Durex condoms (sold in 
Canada as Sheik, Ramses, and Titan 
brands) 

As a matter of fact, the survey revealed 
Canadians are pretty damn courteous in the 
sack. Fifty-one per cent of the respondents 
said getting our partner off was most impor 
tant. Only 24 per cent cited their own per- 
sonal satisfaction as No. 1, compared to 
those selfish bastards south of the border 
Sixty-one per cent of American respondents 
said their personal satisfaction was their 
main priority; only 23 per cent of Americans 
gave a shit about their partner's pleasure 

Agnew admits she was surprised by the 
low safe-sex statistics for Canada, especial- 
ly given our rep. When the survey respon 
dents from other countries were asked to 
rank which countries they thought prac

Thailand is doing right. They came in first in 
the survey with 82 per cent of respondents 
reporting condom use for casual sexual | 
encounters. (Poland came in last at 20 per | 
cent.) 


“All we can do is keep hammering the | 
message home,” said Agnew. “Obviously, 


Canadians are not getting enough messages 
about protecting themselves when having 
casual sex.” 

But, as gay groups have been saying for 
years, the message has to be tailored to the 
group at which it’s aimed. Agnew agrees. 
“We’ve found the younger generation 
doesn’t listen to gloom and doom messages 
about AIDS and safe sex,” she said. “We 
take a much more humorous approach.” 

Durex is running a series of TV ads fea- 
turing “the ranting dude” on MuchMusic 
and Hockey Night in Canada, as well as a 
series of softer, subtler ads in an attempt to 
inject some romance into condom use. It 
seems to be working. Despite Canada’s 
pathetic general statistics, the survey said 
safe sex is being practised by 61 per cent of 
Canadians in the 16-to-19 age group. 

As for the rest of us, at least we've got 
one thing on our side. According to the sur- 
vey, we get laid less than almost anyone in 
the world. Now there’s something to be 
proud of. e
